March 2005 is acknowledged. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 5 and 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Cunningham et al..(U.S. 3,323,751) in 
view of Von Hoessle et al . (U.S. 5,710,853) and Ray et al . (U.S. 
5,762,643) . 

Cunningham et al . teaches a paper tube with a resin 
impregnated outer fiber layer for forming glass fibers (col. 3, 
lines 40-75). Von Hoessle et al . teach using a forming tube 
that is permeable to water or solvent vapor to allow faster 
drying of the glass fibers after coating (col. 5, lines 20-25). 
Ray et al . teach extrusion coating of resins that are water 
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impermeable and vapor permeable to form tough coating layers 
(abstract). The instant invention claims a paper and fiber tube 
with a size that allows vapor penetration but not water 
penetration. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to have used the resin of Ray et al. as the 
coating resin of Cunningham et al . to allow faster drying of the 
glass fibers because of the teachings of Von Hoessle et al.
